Lumbermen

Two More Forestry Units Will 
Falfil Britain's Present Needs 
--Brlog Strength to 3,600 


— 


OTTAWA, July 31.--lt is expected 
that the two forestry battalions now 
being ralsed fn Canada, the 238th and 
246tH, will provide all the lumbermen 
that will be needed for operations in 
the Old Country, in addition to the 
1,650 men already there—members of 
the 224th Battalion. The three bat- 
talions will have a total strength of 
over 3,600 men, who will be able to 
cut a lot of wood. 


The 224th Is doing most of its work 
in the north of Scotland cutting 
Scotch pine. There is a company at 
work in the park at Windsor Castle, 
cutting trees there, and a third com- 
pany at New Forest. There is a party 
in a camp near Dover and some men 
still at Bramshott. 

The new battalions will likely be 
sent to France. Lieut.Col. White was 
over the ground there.and found a 
great deal of timber suitable for lum- 
bering, so that it is likely, {f not all, 
at least the majority or tne men now 
Joining will soon be laying low the! 
trees in France, 

Eight sawmills have been sent 
from Canada to England, six for the 
224th Forestry Battalion and two for 
the Forestry Committee in England, 
which has supervision over the lum- 
bering operations there during the 
war. They are mills typical of the 
Canadian lumbering industry and aro 
generally known in Canada as porta- 
ble mills, although they cannot be 
transported with the facility of most 
tills which carry the name “portable.” 
They are entirely new to the British 
Isles and their wonderful efficiency is 
said to be causing much interest. They 
each have a capacity of from 16,000 
to 20,00 feet a day and include the 
edgar, slash saw, saws for making rail- 
way ties, etc., in addition to their big 
56-inch circular saw. ‘hey have 40 
horsepower locomotive boilers.

stantly Killed--Inquest Being Held to Investigate Circum- 
stances of Accident * , 





At a few minutes before 3 o'clock 
Sesterday afternoon a distressing acci- 
dent occurred on the line of the Grand 
Trunk Railway in the Township of 
Thurlow, a short distance east of. the 
city limits, which paved to be. fatal 
in its results. It appears that the 
manifest freight train No. 495 was 
being made up to proceed to Toronto 
after the International Limited, No. 1 
train had proceeded on its journey, 
and it was in waiting at what is known 
as the east end yard that the accident 
occurred. Amongst the members of 
the crew of the freight train was Geo 
W. Mason, who was designated as a 
‘main line brakeman and attached to 
the manifest train. Mason it appears 
went around the cabose of the train he 
was attached to and he made an effort 
to cross the main line of the track as 
the International Limited express was 
approaching Belleville Station. Mason 
evidently did-not notice the approach- 
ing train and was struck hy the engine 
and hurled for some distance. The 
impact was such that Mason received 
injuries of so serious a nature that 
death took place shortly after he was 
conveyed to the baggage room at the 
depot. The cause of death was inter- 
nal injuries, as a number of ribs were 
broken and-the lungs were no doubt 
plinetured. 

The vic m of the unfortunate affair 
wasn man about 37 years of ago, whe 
resided -oh Baldwin Street, in this 
city. Deceased had been for 6 years 
an employce of the G.T.R. and was in 
every respect a capable and sober man. 














He was a son of Mr and Mrs Myles 
Mason, who at present are residing in 
the Province of Saskatchewan, but whe 
formerly resided at Springbrook Raw- 
don Township, where ho was born. 

Mr Mason was a member of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, » 
member of the A.0.U.W. and the 
Oranemen socicties, and identified 
with the Methodist Church. As soon 
as possible after the accident medical 
aid was summoned, but the injuries 
received by the victim were of such 
a nature that death soon resulted. , 

The body was conveyed to Thomp- 
son's Company's undertaking estab- 
lishment, where in the erening an in- 
quest was opened before Coroner Dr 
Boyce. _ The jurymen selected were 
Messrs J. Fenn, W. G. Bell, H. E- 
Fairfield, E. T. Thompson, J Lap- 
perts, B. J. Black, F. Walsh, Robt 
Orr, W. C. Mayo and P. Harrison. Mr 
Fenn was chosen as foreman of the 
jury. After being sworn in°the jury- 
men viewed the body and evidence as 
to identification was taken, after 
which the enquiry was adjourned until 
Monday evening next at the police 
court room. Mr Wm. Carnew, County 
Attorney, was present and conducted 
the examination of the witnesses 
called. 

The deceased is survived by a widow 
and family of four children, whose 
ages range from 1 to 9 years. Mr 
Mason was an estimable = man and 
highly respected by all the emplosees 
at the railway, and his untimely death

His Majesty’s Government 
believe they have the right to treat 
such securities when found jin the 
maile in the same way as any other 
enemy exports .and they understand 
from the note Yegarding mails ‘ad- 
dressed to them from the Govern- 
ment of the United Statea that the 
latter doer not claim that these se- 


+  eudities are entitled to special immun- 
i) postal correspondence. In view, 


however, of representations received 
Tegarding the damage caused genuine 
neutral intersta by seizures made in 
the past, His Majesty's Government 
have decided to waive what they be- 
Heve to be their strict rights and to 
reléase a number of these consign- 
ments and forward them to their des- 
tinations. The allied Governments

TWO YEARS AGO. 
\ To-day marks the completion of 
the second year of war betweer 
Great Britain and the German 
nation, It finds the Empire still 
engaged in the struggle with an 
unfaltering determination to fight 
until’ victory shall have been 
attained. . 
“Two years ago to-day Germany 
was given until twelve o'clock mid- 
night to withdraw her. forces from 


‘the Belgian frontier, or consider 


‘Britain-her foe. As the hour 
Struck, the answer was practically 
a defiant blow.- “Fhe. gauntlet was 
thrown down, and_within five min- 
utes a wireless was flashing over the 
sea to.the British Navy: ‘! Capture 
or destroy the enemy.'’ The strug- 
gie was on, and from that hour 
until ‘now the boom of the cannon, 
the crack of the rifle, the drive of 
the bayonet has been ceaseless. 
‘After two years of the bloodiest 
war the world has known, Belgium 
is still in the iron grip of the foe. 
Poland has yet to be released from 
‘occupation, by the Teuton armies. 
Italia irredentia is not yet redeemed. 
But the situation. on every front is 
favorable and the Empire and its 
Allics'are at last meeting the enemy 
on. something approaching equal 
terms of preparedness. : 

‘Victory is in sight. Steadily the 
pressed back toward the hearts of 
their countries. Without risking 
the unnecessary loss of men the 
British, the French, the Italians, 
the Belgians and the Russians are 
Capturing territory, munitions and 
prisoners, and daily bringing nearer 
the hour of final victory. And in 
the Balkans the Servians and 
Franco-British armies are awaiting 
the word to strike. 

Details of the great conflicts are 
needless; t%cy are too fresh in the 
memories of the world’s people. 
Suffice to. say that Britain and her 
Allies, now fully prepared, are on 
the offensive, and as the enemy in 
the eastern and western zones arc 
gradually withdrawing from their 
positions, the spirits of our people 
rise accordingly, and will continue 
to rise until, the enemy nations 
brought to their knees, a uniform 
cry of victory will be heard from 
end:to end of our land. 

In conclusion, in recognifion of 
this the second anniversary of the 
declaration of war, let us keep in 
mind the proclamation by His Wor- 
ship Mayor Ketcheson, in another 
column of this issue, and attend the 
gathering at the Armouries this 
evening, or bow our heads in prayer 
.that the God-of righteousness may 
speed Britain and her Allies through 
toa victorious end.

The refining plant at 
Swansea has been enlarged and the 
refinery has been worked to full 
capacity. That it has not been able 
to supply a larger quantity of nickel 
unition purposes is a matter of 
regret, but Sir Alfred holds that the 
company is not to be blamed for 
that. “‘ If,’ he “said at a recent 
meeting, ‘* the output was not large 
enough even now to mect all the 
requirements of the country, he 
would just make two observations 
One was that:there had never been 
any special encouragement given 
by the British Government Depart- 
ments to them, in times of peace, 
to develop more rapidly their sup- 
plies for war needs, and, in the next 
place, they had had a prolonged 
Struggle to get permission to have, 
used in British armaments the only 
nickel manufactured within our 
Empire."" One could wish for a 
plainer statement on this point,.says 
the Journal of Commerce. - The in- 
ference to be drawn, we suppose, 
is not that nickel has not been used 
widely in the making of British 
armaments, for the valuc of this 
metal in conjunction with stcel has 
jong been known, but that, for some 
unexplained reason, the British 
Government used nickel of forcign 
manufacture rather than the) nickel 
from the Mond refinery, the only 
one in the world operating entirely 
within the Empire. If there has 
been official neglect of the Mond 
industry in the past, there is not 
likely to be such in the future. We 
may reasonably hope, too} that out 
of the present agitation in Canada 
there will soon spring up a Cana- 
dian refinery/ plant of a capacity 
sufficient to treat all the nickel. ores 
of the Dominion

ment camps, the more dangerous 
aliens, Being confined at Fort Henry, 
Amberst, Halifax and Vernon. Now 
that wo ork is plentiful and labor 
searce, those at thy camps are be- 
ing let go and are being eagerly re- 
ceived by industries which have been 
experiencing a labor shortage. 

Complaints as to the treatment of 
aliens in Kapuskasing, Spirit Lake 
and other such camps, have been re.

Lemieux, chairman of the aoiaial 
Board of Moving Picture — Censors, 
last night explainel the letter which 
he had written to the moving picture 
companies in’ rezard to having titles 
and sub-titles displayed in both }an- 
gauges. The Ictter states that in the 
future the beard will issue an order 
requiring that this be done, but it is 
intended that there shell be plenty of 
notice, so that the companies in the 


a 
Dnited States, which make the pic- 
tures shown here will have plenty of 
opportunity of putting the titles and 
sub-titles in both«languages, There 
ix no intention on the part of the 
board to force the:companies to cut 
the lms they now have in order to in- 
sert French titles, where there are 
none at present. Several of the large 
companies already have the titles and 
sub-titles in both languages, and in 
Some cases in Halian also. . 
“The order of the board may not 
be issued for three or six months, or 
given a year,”’ said Dr. Lemieux. 
“The idea is not to make them cut 
their films, but merely to jiave the 
American companies prepare their 
pictures in the future with both lan- 
guages. The letter sent out is to give 
the’ companice an opportunipty. to 
make «the neceasary preparations.” 
He added that the people who made 
the money out of the films were “the 
Americans, and it is to them that the 
order will go forth. Dr. Lemicux 
made it clear that it is not the in- 
tention of the board to interfere with 
the films already issued.

to-day. The agreement as it nov 
stands, according to the best informa- 
tion available, provides: 

First—That tho United.States Gor- 
ernment accepts the general plan of a 
Commission to deal with the subject,

Government agrees to the propositions 
of Carranza to discuss the withdrawal 
of the army, the ascertainment of the 
cause of the border troubles, and tho 
making of an agreement granting 
mutual rights to the United States 
and Mexico to cross the border in 
emergencies. 

Third—That the Mexican Gotern: 
ment accepts the suggestion that the 
three propositions of Carranza shall be 
increased.

Shrimp Salad.—A can of shrimp, 
three bolled eggs, bolicd thirty min- 
utes, Slico eggs, mix with shrimp;

CARE AND FEED OF DAIRY COWS 





Calves Should be Put on Grain Feed 
At Four Weeks 

After the calf is taken from the dame 
and placed in the calf pen for the first 
two weeks it should be regularly fed 
warm whole milk twice a day. The 
milk of its own mother is best, but if 
it does not agree with the calf that of 
another fresh cow may be used. Spe- 
cial care should be taken that the 
pails are clean and the milk pure and 
at body temperature. Large quanti- 
ties of milk should not be placed. be 
fore the hungry calf as he is liable t9 
overeat and thus get scours, Scours 
can be cured by decreasing — the 
amount of milk and adding lime water 
or buttermilk to the milk the calf re 
ctives. : 

For the next two weeks the amount 
of whole milk should be gradually de- 
creased and skim milk substituted in 
its place, so that at four weeks of age 
the calf is getling skim milk entirely- 
Milk obtained at the creamery should 
be pasteurized before being fed to the 
calf. Hay tea makes a good substi- 
tute for skim milk and has been used 
with success when milk could not oc; 
had. 

Calves should be given grain as soon 
as they will cat it, this is generally at 
about four weeks of age. One good 
method in starting calves to cat grain 
is to rub it on their mouths after they’ 
are through drinking milk. Another. is 
to place the grain in the bottom of the 
— pail when they have drunk all the 
milk. Grain should never be put in 
the milk/as the calf will then gulp it 
down without giving it proper masti- 
cation. There are many calf foods 0g 
the market, but it is much more pro- 
fitable in the long run for the breeder 
to fed the grain that-he can get the 
handiest. Corn; Darley, oats, kaffir 
or sorghum are good grains to give 8 
calf which is being raised on skim 
milk. Bran is often mixed with the 
ration to insure safely against scours. 

Some good rations for the dairy calf 
ou skim milk are: Whole oats and 
bran, corn meal, gradually changed 
in from six to eight weeks to whole 

corn, witht or without bran, and three 
parts cern meal, three parte oats, 
three parts bran and ‘one part linseed 
meal. Freat grain should be placed 
in the feed bex daily to prevent scour- 
ing. Whole corn ia much better for 
the calf than corn meal. 

‘The calf will begin to eat roughage 
almost as goon as crain. At firat it 
will oat no more roughage than grain, 
but as it grows older the amount of 


roughage in proportioa to the grainpsils that have not

According to a message from Buchs 


‘today, the southern and western sub- 


urbs of Tolmino are burning and the 
fall of the city 1s expected at ‘any mo- 
ment. 

Tolmino lies eighteen miles north- 
east of Goritz It is a town of 2,000 
persons, and is one of the strongest 
defensive points established by the 
Austrians all along the Isonzo River. 
The bridgehead thero fs regarded as 
second in importance to that at 
Goritz. 

The Italians are attacking’the Aus- 
trian fourth-line defences several kilo- 
metres east of Oppacchiasella. The 
Austrians have cailed up all their re- 
serves to retard tho Hallan advance, 
which proceeds _nothwithstanding. 
Fighting continues with intense fury. 

The Italfans havo already placed 
artillery on Sabotina; Podgora,’ San 
Michele, Debeli, Cosisch and other 
heights, and the Italian aeroplanes 
are bombarding trains of provisions 
and munitions behind the Austrian 
lines.

Wins- 
ton, Mrs. Beamen, Mra. William R. 
Millett, and Mra. J. Thwait. Most of 
the injuries were inflicted by flying 
glass and the shock of the accident. 

All the victims are expected to re- 
cover.

Engage Bulgarians on Hup- 
dred Mile Front 


PARIS, Aug. 17.—Special—The  al- 
lied forces on the Saloniki front have 
captured the railroad station at Doir- 
ar. and four villages at other points on 
the front, according to an _— official 
statement issued by ghe French war 
office last night. The statement cov-

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ROADS WORK GOES AHEAD. 





Ontario Government is 


different departments of the Ontario 
Government—aze continuing the or- 
dinary routine of administration, and 
at the same time laying careful plans 
to deal with the added problems 
that are sure to arise ag the 
draws to a close. 

The war necessarily called a halt 
to several important projects that had 
reached a stage when actual work 
was about to commence. - Not one de- 
partment of the Government but was 
obliged to suspend or curtail oper- 
ations to some extent.

The former Highways 
Branch of the Public Works Depart 
ment has now been enlarged into a 
Department of Highways under a 
Deputy Minister, who has taken 
over the administration of the Motor 
Vehicles Act and the licensing of 
automobiles as logically coming 
within the scope of this work. The 
failure of the Senate at Ottawa to 
pass the Highway Aid bill has‘ not Ses 
fected the policy of the Provincial 
Government towards highway im- 
provement, The new department has 

gone ahead completing ita organiza. 
Son and making a survey of the sit- 
vation all over the Province. 

Until the dislocation caustd by the 
war has passed away and m 
conditions become normal sh 
expected that many counties — will 
embark upon » program of highway 
construction, especially while thelr 
money raising efforts are absorbed 
with war grants, But this: will not 
prevent much necessary and good 
work being done ‘on the township 
roads. These roads, are feeders-to 
the main county roads, and unless 
they are properly maintained the ef. 
ficiency of the whole scheme will be 
impaired.

AN ASTOUNDING FEAT 


(Ottawa Free Press} 


“There is something for every Brit- 
isher to ponder seriously in the state- 
ment made in the Imperial House of 

+Commons yesterday on Britaln’s munl- 
tions production by Hon. Edwin Mon- 
tagu, Minister of Munitions. We havo 
marvelled at Britain’s ability to raise 
in two years the army of four million 
men that was mobUised by Kitchen- 
er. It was an accomplishment the like 
of which the world had never before 
seen. Britain did in two ycars what 
Germany spent half a century. in doing. 
But even this great undertaking is 
little more marvelous than that which 
Britain has done ‘in producing munt- 
tions of war. The production by indus- 
trial Britain of the necessities of war 
since the formation of the munitions 
ministry is truly astounding. i 

By herself, without help from out- 

side, In her own factories, Britain in 


aoé|turning out all the rifles and machine 


guns for her armics—armies that total 
between four and five million men. 
So thoroughly is she doing this that 
the Minister of Munitions was able 
to announce that very soon Britain's 
own needs would-be entirely filled and 
her machine gun factories would be 
able to devote themselves exclusively 
to the manufacture of guns’ for her 
allies. Already she is supplying large 
numbers of these guns and large quan- 
titles of ammunition for them to tht 
army headquarters of the nations al- 
Ned with her in the war—this in addi- 
tion to sparing to France a third of 
her shell stecl, and to the allies gen- 
erally thirty million dollars worth of 
munitions: metal monthy. 

Other war implements, heavy guns 
and ammunition for them, are being 
produced in British factories at a rate 
never before attempted In any country. 
In four days as much howitzer muni- 
tion Is being produced) as’ was pro- 
duced in the whole of Jast year, while 
every month as many heavy guns 
leave British factories as were owned 
by Britain when tho government or- 
ganized the munitions department. 
How tremendous {s this production 
may be gathered from the statement 
that, during the week preceding the 
beginning of the great ‘offensive in 
July, as much ammunition was shot at 
the Germans as was produced during 
the first eleven months of the war. 

In addition to supplying munitsons 
for her own army of four million men, 
and supplying huge quantities to her 
allies, Britain has to keep up the sup- 
ply for her navy, Hon. Mr. Montague 
declared that half the engineering re- 
sources of Britain were devoted to the 
needs of the navy. Her marvelous 
production for her own army and the 


armies of her allies therefore, ia the

rvork of Half of her engineering resour- 
‘ees, 

Not even the raising of her gréat 
army in the perlod of two years sur- 
passes in the grandeur of accompllish- 
ment the manner in which the indus- 
trial resources ‘of Britain have been 
turned to war work in about one year. 
One can only, marvel at this ability of 
the nation to turn its whole efforts to 
the one cause. 

British statesmen have declared 
that there was) not the slightest pos- 
sibility of defeat\for Britain in the 
war if only she devoted her whole 
strength and energy to the ono task. 
Britain has done this. Men of allied 
countries have declared that with 
Britain in the war, Germany could 
not win. What Britain is doing now 
demonstrates the trutt of that state- 
ment. Germany began the war two 
years ago in the helicf that Britain 
would not and could not fight, that 
she would not have to be contended 
with. Now, Dritdin has sent to face 
her an army of four million men and 
she {s supplying that army with munt- 
tions at a rate, that permits of its us- 
ing as much ammunition against Ger- 
man troops in one week as Britain pro- 
duced in eleven months after, the com- 
mencement of the war. 

The greatest mistake the Kalser‘has 
ever made was that of counting Brit- 
ain out of the war when he began it. 
His fifty years of preparation for} 
world conquest is mado futilo by what 
Britain has done ‘in two years.

When 
such symptoms occur, the wise mother 
will at once send for the physician 
who is in a position nowadays to have 
the nature of the disease diagnosed 
by taking a little fuld from around the 
spinal cord, and having {t.examined. 

“Especially should mothers be care- 
fal to at once place children in bed 
in a well ventilated room during the 
warm «weather and carry out-in the 
completent way possible the phyal- 
cian’s instructions.

THEY DONT LIKE 
DROWNING A SUB. 


Men of the British navy have taken 
many submarines of the enemies out 
of their wire traps. That they make 
these undersea boats over and. send 
them’ out as English submarines to 
torpedo other craft of the enemles is 
taken for granted though {it {s not 
admitted in the official reports. Wor- 
cester men may have made some of 
the wire in the traps which have cap- 
tured the German and Austrian sub- 
marines, and there may be some sat- 
isfaction in that part of the work.

Not until the Union com- 
manders had got Napoleon out of 
their heads did they get a workable 
plan of campaign. The late Gen- 
eral Grant was accused of being a 
Se hammerer,”’*a ** butcher,'’ who 
had no strategy at all. His stra- 
tegy, however, was the thing need- 
ed in that particular war. The 
move which ended the American 
Revolution was Washington’s dash 
to the South, masked until after it 
was under way.

ROADS AND OY INDUSTRY. 








Refineries Busy Meeting Demands for 


Asphaltic Preparations, = 
Demand for-good roads has had 
an important result in that it has 
created a demand being met in Can- 
ada by oll refineries for preparations 
for the treatment of road surfaces. 
At the oil plants to-day will be found 
special appiiances for loading wag- 
ons specially constructed to olf roads, 
and the treatment {s becoming more 
general as a result of the experi- 
ments of quite recent years. Approx- 
imately the cost of olling a sixtcen- 
foot road at present Is $425 a mile. 
This is on the basis of half a gallon 
of oll per square yard. Tho frst 
treatment requires this amount, and 
the second a quarter of a gallon, 
which would cost $225. The Increas- 
ed demand for road oll from year to 
year Is tn itself an indication that the 
diMiculties Incident to the use of olls 
for road surfaces have been over- 
come. Mr. John Jackson, tho Super- 
intendent of the Queen Victoria 
Park, Niagara Falls, says: 

“A perusal of engineering maga- 
zines and tho articles published in 
their road sections of ten years ago, 
and even less, discloses the remark- 
ably different attitude displayed by, 
Toad officials of the present day us 


compared with the views then held’ 


On the subjec: of road olling, As late 
as 1907 or 1908 it will be observed 
that for the most part the use of oll 
is spoken of as experimental, and 
while it is hoped that the results will 
be satisfactory, somo hesitation and 
doubt Is expreased about anything 
more than a partial solution of the 
dust problem.

The Daily Nows cannot express azy 
surprise over the result in South-West 
Toronto. it knew that tho constitu-

Thousands 
of Conservatives disfranchised them- 
selves who ordinarily would have been 
glad to support Mr Norris. They 
would not ‘endorse prohibition, nor 
would they support a Liberal candi- 
date. On the other hand, the bulk of 
Liberal prohibitionists voted for Mr 
Dewart, although he was the candidate 
of the organized opponents of prohibi- 
tion. When the first Patron candidate 
was elected to the Legislature to re- 
present North Bruce he was described 
as “the rebuke to Mowat,” Mr 
Dewart is “the rebuke to Hearst.” 
Unquestionably the object of Conserva- 
tive opponents of prohibition was to 
punish Mr Hearst rather than to de- 
feat Mr Norris. 

The election of Mr Dewart places 
Mr Rowell in a curious position. Mr 
Rowell is the official mouthpiece of the 
Ontario Temperance Alliance and has 
the confidence of the Committce of 
One Hundred. Mr Dewart, selected 
and elected by opponents of prohibi- 
tion, cannot have the confidence of 
either organization. Next to Mr 
Rowell, however, Mr Dewart will bc 
the most conspicuous Liberal member 
in. the) Legislature and will express 
contictions and principles.to which 
Mr Rowell has been resolutely opposed, 
Is it the deliberate intention of the 
party managers to establish M: 
Dewart ih the Liberal leadership for 
Ontario? Is it settled that Mr Rowell 
will go to Ottawa as successor to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier?) Or are there to be 
Rowell and Dewart factions in the 
party in Ontario? It is certain that 
Mr Rowell's intimate bodyguard did 
not. want Mr Dewart in the Legis- 
Jature. Are the opponents of prohibi- 
tion organizing against both Mr 
Rowell and Mr Hearst? The Gorern- 
ment has lost a constituency, the 
Opposition has acquired a dual Ieader- 
ship. 

There is nothing in North Perth or 
South-West Toronto to suggest that 
Ontario is ready for a general measure 
of prohibition. As the emotion over 
the war subsides the fecling for probi- 
bition will be still less active.

780-FOOT ZEPPELINS

Each Can Carry Five Tons of Bombs 
and Cruise 3,000 Miles—Two 
Already Completed

LONDON, Aug. 24.—In 2 speech, de- 
lvered at Bury St. Edmunds last 
night, Baron Montagu of Beauliou, 
former Vice Chairman of the joint 
Naval and Military Board, told of new 
monster super-Zeppelins: which Ger- 
many was building. 

“We have obtained some, details of 
the super-Zeppelins which Germany is 
now building,” said Baron Montagu. 
“The principal: features of the craft 
are a capacity of 2,000,000 cubic foet, 
a length of 780 feet, a beam of eighty 
feet, and a maximum speed of elghty 
milez‘an hour, a cruising speed of thir- 
ty-flve miles an hour and a radius of 
action of 3,000 miles. The engines, six 
or seven of them, have a total of 18, 
000 horse power. 

“The airships can carry a load of 
bombs of five tons, and are able to 
ascend 17,000 fect. They aro armed 
with machine guns at bow and stern 
and on top of tho envelope. They 
carry a crew of thirty-five men. 

“These particulars show how large- 
ly the Germans are relying on Zeppel- 
ins as a means for harassing us. Two 
of these new craft, have already been 
completed and four will be nyailable 
in October.”

“Qur supetiority in the field,” says 
the writer, “Is not yet adequate, hence 
it does not give us that annihilating 
preponderance which {s necessary for 
victory. Next spring, having com- 
pleted our own supplies, we can set 
to work to arm Russia with a will. We 
can fit out the armies for 1917 and 
1918 which must in the end crush the 
most frantic efforts of the Central 
Powers, and, as soon as we can last 
so long,,.or longer, if necessary, we 
can be satisfied with nothing but the 
complete satisfaction of our demands. 
-“The Allies will end the war as 
auch formidable military powers and 
80 superabundantly supplied with wea- 
pons and material, that failure would 
he gross negligency on the part of our 
governments during the peace  par- 
leys; Germany will never be able to 
face a war again in our time.

“THE BALKAN CONFLICT. 

























It begins to appear that the con- 
‘flict along the Balkan front was not 
of the: Allies’ initiation, whatever 
may be the outcome. ‘The Bulgar- 
ians and whatever other troops are 
with them undertook to anticipate 
the drive by striking before it was 
fully ready. The drive had been so 
fong looked for that when the an- 
nouncement was made on Aug: 19, 
*“ the Allied forces are in contact 
with the Germans and Bulgarians 
along the entire Saloniki front," it 
was taken for granted that this was 
the drive. That. announcement, 
however, was delayed until the 
news dribbling out from German 
Sources made it impossible to keep 
it any longer. Even then the fact 
that the Russians and Italians were 
in the Balkans was not hinted at, 
though they had arrived three 
weeks before. The Bulgarians 
seem to have forcets the fighting 

‘and to have bent back the flanks of 
the Allies, though they are straight- 
ening out now. 

All this was done to forestall the 
drive. The’ presence of the Russians 
and: Italians was probably known to 
their enemies, and no doubt they 
expected more to arrive. The pur- 
pose of the. Bulgarian attack, for 
such it plainly was, was like that 
of every other military operation 
undertaken in the Balkans — as 
much political’ as military. The 
long delay in beginning the drive 
was political, the combining of all 
the principal Allies in it was politi- 
.cal, the Bulgarian attempt to hurry 
it up was political. . There is no 
military reason why troops from 
each of five nations should join in 
the drive, but the chief political rea- 
son is evident, and we may suspect 
others. Whatever the agreement 
between the Allies for the division 
of Balkan territory, no one and no 
two of them must reoccupy. Serbia 
or crush Bulgaria. The other politi- 
cal reasons, the ones we can as yet 
only guess at, lie behind the negoti- 
ations at Bucharest—and perhaps 
at Sofia. The long ‘delay, the in- 
activity on the Balkan front while 
there was activity on all the others, 
was surely political and probably 
for purposes explained ‘in Buchar- 
est. The attempt-to break up this 
inactivity and end this delay was to 
block the moves in the game, and 
hence we see the singular spectacle 
of the Teutons and Bulgars hurry- 
ing up an atack upon themselves by 
a forehanded dash at their foes.

‘Henry Ford's Plan Will Stir Up 


More Wall St. Wrath 

BOSTON, Aug. 26.—For a man of 
peace and quiet. Henry Ford undoubt- 
edly possesses the most uniqde gift 
of publicity of any American, unless 
it be Andrew Carnegie. Henry Ford 
is not liked by the financtal communi- 
ty any better than he in turn likes the 
financial community. And the next 
sensation which it ‘is whispered in 
high automobile circles, Mr. Ford {fs 
about to spring will release a lot of 
Wall street wrath that has not ex- 
pressed Siself since “out of the trench- 
es by Christmas” became such a joke. 

It is understood that ‘Mr. Ford-has 
againdetermined to do something for 
labor. He is planning to run his dig 
factories twenty-four bours a day, just 
as at present, but with four shifts In- 
stead of three, which means six hours 
for each shift.

Religion, however, has her own pe- 
cullar advantages.

MONTREAL, Aug. 29.—Many 
Quiries have been made of the Belgian 
Relief Committce as to the actual rea- 
aon for the destitution now existing in 
that part of Belgium under German 
occupation. The Belgians are a thrif- 
ty, industrious people and many havo 
wondered why industry should not con- 
tinue even where people are under 
subjection. 

» )The answer as learned from those 
having possession of documentary 
proofs from, Belgium is clear. Since 
her ‘occupation of Belgium and North- 
ern France Germany has violated 

; every, international law governing war 
as laid down by the Hague Tribunal. 
Under the Jawa of the Hague the in- 
‘vader is privileged to levy upon the 
occupied country to the extent neces- 
sary for the invading army. . - 

Instead, Gergiany has laid'a blight 

Sorer the whole of occupied Belginm, 
denuding the country of everything— 
manufacturing, crops, stock, food, raw 
materials—and has ravaged her women 
and children as well. A tax of half a 
million francs has twice been levied on 
the already poverty-stricken people, 
and fines for some petty offence 
against the German Government has 
added daily misery to the people. The 
result is an invading army living in 
luxury from stolen goods and a popu: 
lace consisting of half-clothed, hag- 
gard women, weeping starring child- 
ren and babes, nnd the aged and in- 
firm—all of whom are obliged to look 
to Canada and the more fortunate 
nations of the earth for the food to 
keep them alire. 

All each family asks is $2.50°to 
keep them alive a month. This 
amount will do it if sent to the Bel- 
gian Relief Committee, 59 St Peter 
Street, Montreal, to be spent by them 
in purchasing supplies here to send 
over to the general committee.

Some 
insert the hook through the gills of 
the minnow and run the hook through 
the taif Comparatively) few troll, 
‘nearly all still fish. Trolling yenerally 
yields good sport. Mr C, B¥mbhaYt, in 
a very short time, going over a short 
course, captured eight fine bass and 
six large pike. I saw the fish. I cap- 
tured only two pike, over the .same 
course. Qur party‘ landed two “bass, 
one of three pounds, one two and a 
-half pounds. Generally, fish are 
found about buoys: I know of large 
catches near the buoys at Telegraph. 
Island. - Where you catch to-day, to- 
morrow at the same place you draw 
a blank. One party caught seventeen 
bass near Baker's Island. without mov- 
ing their boat. The same party upon 
another day at the same place did 
not catch any. Of course, the back 
lakes abound with fish. Not having 
ice to keep them, it seemed a terrible 
thing to catch fine fish and throw them 
away.

In 1874, when the late Dr Schultz, 
then a representative in the House 
of Commons for a Manitoba con- 
stituency, moved a rcesolution af- 
firming the principle of prohibition 
in all intoxicating liquors, the first 

fF to rise and oppose it was the Iead- 
ing Liberal temperance lecturer, 
Gcorge \W- Ross, who rushed to the 
aid of the Mackenzie Government 
and moved a resolution declaring 
the country was not yet ready to 
adopt the principle, and the motion 
was ‘carried, the Government and 
its Liberal supporters voting for it. 
So ended the prohibition question 
for a time. aoe 

Fellowing this, some years after, 
the country was treated to the 
Crooks Act. This Act abolished 
many licenses, which. enormously 
increased. the patronage of the 
Mowat Government, thereby cstab- 
fishing a substantial political con- 
trol over the liquor traffic, so that 
‘fat election after clectign hotel- 
keepers, brewers and distillers were 
persuaded or compelled to contri- 
bute largely to Liberal campaign 

* funds: 

The Scott Act, which once cov- 
ered two-thirds: of the Province, 
was discredited because a Liberal 
Government would make no serious 
effort to enforce the measure. 

Ata party caucas held in Ottawa, 
at which the then Hon. Wilfrid 
Laurier presided, a plebicite upon 
the question of prohibition was 
promised if the party were returned 
to power. At the then ensuing 
elections the Liberals were success- 
ful, and the question of prohibition 
submitted to the ‘electors of the 
‘Dominion, which resulted in “a 
majority of over 15,000 being re- 
corded in favor, of “the principle. 
Every province voted in the affirm- 
fthat he. knew, could not he secured 
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15c. each;’2“for 30c.
